HAVANA, March 10 (UP) — 
Gen. Fulgencio Batista, Cuba’s 
“president maker,” seized control 


‘of the Government today and 
then appointed a 13-man provi- 


sional cabinet to rule the coun- | 


Striking before dawn with the 
su port of the army and nationa 
police, Batista seized power from 
President Carlos Prio Socarras. 

The presidential palace in the 
heart of downtown Havana sur- 
rendered to Batista’s tank-led in- 
fartry and police. 

President Prio, warned that the 
pa'ace was to be invaded, fled to 
an unannounced destination. 

Two Palace Guards Killed. 

In a single burst of firing some 
time before the surrender, two 
men of the presidential palace 
guard were killed and seven 
wounded. The circumstances 
were unclear. 

This afternoon’ Batista  an- 
nounced the formation of a Pro- 
visional Government including 
a number of nationally prominent 
politicians. 

The posts of President and 
Prime Minister were left unfilled. 

It was reported that either Ba- 
tista or former President Carlos 
Saladrigas might take over the 
presidency. If Batista took the 
post himself, it was believed 
Saladrigas would be his Prime 
Minister. | 

Protest Strike. 

In the sole challenge ‘to the 
coup de’etat, workers of the Cuban 
Air Transport Workers - Union 
walked out from their jobs at the 
International Airport in protest. 

Police officials said Batista had 
put Eusebio Mujal, secretary gen- 
eral of the Cuban Confederation 
of Workers, under house arrest 
to stave off a possible general 
strike. 

The airport wé@s closed and un- 
der heavy guard. 

Batista named as provisional 
Secretary of State Emeterio San- 
tovenia, known as a historian but 
not a politician. Others nationally 
prominent are Miguel A. Ces- 
pedes, Santos Jiminez and Oscar 
de la Torre. 

Batista said “Cuba will comply 
with all international obligations 
of the republic. It makes guar- 
antees of safety to all, and ad- 
vises the world that arrests will 
be by legal warrants only.” 

Transitory Government. 

He declared his government 
was only a transitory one “which 
will give way to fair and honest 
elections at the soonest possible 
date.”

U.S. CURBS TRAVEL 
OF MOST SOVIET 
OFFICIALS, FAMILIES 


WASHINGTON, March 10 (UP) 
—The United States today placed 
strict travel restrictions on most 
Russian officials and their fami- 
lies in this country, limiting their 
“free” movement to a 25-mile 
radius in Washington and New 
York. 


France and The Netherlands 
took similar restrictive measures 
against Russians in those coun- 
tries. Other members of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion are expected to follow the 
lead. 

This Government ordered that 
at least 48-hour advance notice 
be given by most Russians plan- 
ning to leave the 25-mile zones. 
The tough order, delivered by the 
State Department to the Russian 
embassy here, stated bluntly that 
the action was in retaliation for 
similar restrictions imposed on 
Americans in Russia.

Blauner, president of the com- 
pany, wrote a letter to the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau. saying 
Finnegan was paid $1500 for legal 


| fees, it was disclosed today. 


However, Blauner testified to-

Court at Finnegan’s trial that the 
company records were in error 
and that Blauner’s letter may 
have been untrue. 
‘ Finnegan is being tried in 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen’s court on 
charges of accepting bribes and 
other misconduct in office. One 
conut accusses him of accepting 
$3000 from American Lithofold 
for services in connection with 
the company’s $565,000 loans from 
Reconstruction iFnance Corpora- 
tion. 

Blauner, a defense witness, was 
questioned closely on cross-ex- 
amination by George L. Robert- 
son, United States attorney. The 
questioning covered payments to 
Finnegan of $1500 in 1949 and 
$1500 for the first three months 
of 1950.

Eisenhower-laft Test To-

CONCORD, N.H., March 10 
(AP)——New Hampshire voters 
heard the closing arguments to- 
day before 1952’s first presiden- 
tial primary, an election that may 
be the turning point in the po- 
litical future of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 

A record vote is expected when 
the polls open tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

This is the first big effort on 
the part of Eisenhower's support- 
ers to make him the Republican 
candidate. 

His principal opponent is Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, “Mr. 
Republican” to thousands of vot- 
ers‘in all parts of the country. 
This is the first test of strength— 
and it could be the last—between 
the two men most often mentioned 
as the leading contenders for the 
G.O.P. nomination. 

St. Louisan on Ballot. 

The names of Harold Stassen, 
former Governor of Minnesota, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, and a 
St. Louis aitorney, William R. 
Schneider, also are on the Repub- 
lican side of the New Hampshire 
primary. A slate of delegates 
has been entered for MacArthur. 
Stassen and Schneider are en- 
tered only in the preferential | 
section, “the popularity contest.” | 

New Hampshire Democrats will | 
choose between President Tru- 
man and Senator Estes Kefauver, | 
the big, easy-moving man from | 
Tennessee, who is challenging the 
President for the Democratic | 
nomination. 

About 75,000 Republicans and 
25,000 Democrats are expected to | 
vote in the primary. | 

In many ways, this has been 
an unusual campaign. |

WASHINGTON, March 10 (AP) | eae 


--The Supreme Court today up- 
held contempt sentences imposed 
on lawyers who defended the 11 
top Communist leaders at a 
stormy New York trial. 

The sentences, ranging from 
one to six months, were imposed 
by United States District Judge 
Harold R. Medina. He held the 


lawyers guilty of contempt imme- 
diately after the trial jury con- 
victed the 11 leading Communists 
of plotting to teach violent over- 
throw of the government. 

5-to-3 Decision. 

Justice song delivered the 5- 
to-3 decision. Justices Frankfurter, 
Black and Douglas wrote separate 
dissenting opinions. Justice Clark 
took no part in the case. That 
meant the majority was made up 
of Chief Justice Vinson and Jus- 
tices Reed, Burton, Minton and 
Jackson. 

Contempt sentences of six 
months each were given Harry 
Sacher of New York, Richard 
Gladstein of San Francisco and 
Eugene Dennis, Communist party 
general secretary.. Dennis was one 
of the 11 leaders convicted. He 
acted as his own attorney during 
the trial. George W. Crockett Jr., 
a Negro of Detroit, and Abraham 
J. Isserman, of: New York, got 
four months each. Louis McCabe, 
of Philadelphia, got 30 days. 

Three Are Fugitives. 

Dennis and seven others of the 
convicted Communist leaders are 
now serving prison sentences giv- 
en them on the conspiracy con- 
viction. The other three are fugi- 
tives. 

The attorneys appealed to the 
Supreme Court with a contention 
that Medina lost his power to 


punish for any contempt com- 


mitted in his presence when he 
deferred his contempt action un- 
til the end of the trial. 


Jackson's majority opinion re- 


jected this argument. “We hold,” 


he said, “that if (the trial judge) 
believes the exigencies of the 
trial require that he defer (a 
contempt) judgment until its com- 
pletion he may do so without ex- 
tinguishing his power.” 

Jackson added that he wanted 
to make clear—so there would be 
no misunderstanding — that the 
Supreme Court, “if its aid be 
needed, will unhesitatingly pro- 
tect counsel in fearless, vigorous 
and effective performance of 
every duty pertaining to the of- 
fice of the advocate on behalf of 
any person whatsoever.” 

“But,” Jackson said, “it will 
not equate contempt with courage 
or insults with independence. It 
will also protect the processes of 
orderly trial, which is the su- 
preme object of the lawyers call- 
ing.” 

Views of Dissenters. 

Dissenting, Douglas and Frank- 
furter said they felt that “one 
who reads the record of this case 
will have difficulty in determin- 
ing whether members of the bar 
conspired to drive a judge from 
the bench, or whether the judge 
used the authority of the bench 
to whipsaw the lawyers, to talk 
and tempt them, and to create 
for himself the role of the per- 
secuted.” 

Douglas added: “I have reluc- 
tantly concluded that neither is 
blameless, that there is fault on 
each side, that we have here the 
spectacle of the bench and bar 
using the courtroom for an _ un- 
seemly demonstration of garru- 
lous discussion and of il-will and 
hot tempers.” 

Douglas said he, Black and 
Frankfurter felt “this is the clas- 
sic case where the trial for con- 
tempt should be held before an- 
other judge.” He said he also 
agreed with Black that the Com- 
munists’ lawyers were entitled to 
a trial by jury on the contempt 
charge. 

Notes Resentment by Judge. 

Biack’s dissenting opinion said 
the trial record showed a con- 
stantly growing resentment by 
Medina against the lawyers. Black 
noted that at one point Medina 
told Sacher, “There was an in- 
stance when you deliberately lied 
0 er 

Black’s opinion then asserted: 
“Calling a lawyer a liar marks a 
drastic deviation from the desira- 
ble judicial standard. A judge 
who does this should no more be 
permitted to try the lawyer he 
accuses than a judge should be 
permitted to try his own case.” 

Black said this “summary blast- 
ing of legal careers” constitutes 
“an overhanging menace to the 


security of every courtroom ad- | by 


vocate in America.” He added: 
“The menace is most ominous for 
lawyers who are obscure, unpopu- 
lar or defenders of unpopular 
persons or unorthodox causes.” 

Frankfurter’s dissent said Me- 
dina “acted as the prosecuting 
witness (and) thought of himself 
as such.” 

“Precisely because a judge is 
human,” Frankfurter went on in 
a 23,000-word opinion, “he should 
not subsequently sit in judgment

The company announced that 
near-normal operations had been 
restored by noon.

Adm. Libby Says Allies| HF” 


Won't ‘Sit and Listen’ 
Any Further to- Un- 
founded Accusations 
by Enemy.

MUNSAN, Korea, March 10 
(AP)—Allied negotiators warned 
the Communists today that threats 
and intimidation will not force 
the United Nations Command to 
‘accept Red terms for a Korean 
armistice. 

“You cannot dictate the terms 
of an armistice and you cannot 
hope to achieve any progress in 
these meetings by resorting to 
threats and unfounded accusa- 
tions,” said R. Adm. R. E. Libby. 

He said U.N. negotiators did 


not propose to “sit and listen” 

any further to unfounded charges 

and repeated accusations that the 

ao delegation was “telling 
es.” 

“There is a limit beyond which 
we are not going to go,” Libby 
told newspaper men after a 57- 
minute. meeting on exchanging 
prisoners. “I am not going to sit 
and listen to that tripe. I’ll just 
get up and walk out.” 

Next Move Up to Reds. 

Libby emphasized, however, 
that he did not threaten to break 
off the tightly deadlocked nego- 
tiations, now entering the ninth 
month, He said the next move is 
up to the Reds. 

Another group of truce nego- 
tiators debating truce supervision 
met only long enough to agree 
to meet again tomorrow. They 
adjourned after six minutes— 
four minutes more than yester- 
day’s two-minute session which 
set a record for brevity. 

Libby’s sharp warning followed 
two days of Communist attacks 
on Allied treatment of captured 
Communist soldiers. 

North Korean Maj. Gen. Lee 
Sang Cho, in an obscurely worded 
warning, first declared the issue 
might go “beyond t&e scope of 
the Korean question.” Yesterday 
he warned that “serious incidents 
are in the making.” 


Charge of intimidation. 

“We cannot envisage that your 
threats of the last two days have 
any other purposes than té at- 
tempt to intimidate us,” said 
Libby. 

“You denied that you hold in 
Korea any more than 11,500 pris- 
oners whose names you gave us,” 
the admiral continued. “You de- 
nied that you ever held any of 
our captured personnel outside 
Korea, . . . We have evidence 
which clearly convicts on both 
counts.” 

Last week the U.N. Command 
accused the Communists of se- 
cretely imprisoning captured sol- 
diers, including Americans, in 
Red China. A spokesman quoted 
a Chinese prisoner as saying he 
saw about 1000 men at a process- 
ing center. near Harbin, in cen- 
tral Manchuria. 


Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, 
U.N. spokesman, said there was 
no way of knowing whether these 
men were among those whose 
names failed to appear on the 
Reds’ official prisoner roster. 


Last week the Reds were asked 
to account for another 173 U.N. 
prisoners identified through Com- 
munist broadcasts, letters to rela- 
tives or other sources. The Com- 
munists have-been accused of 
failing to account for more than 
50,000 Allied prisoners, most of 
them South Koreans. . 


Libby Denies Mistreatment. 


Libby also flatly denied Red 
charges that U.N.-held prisoners 
are mistreated. 

“We have not attempted to in- 
fluence the P.O.W.’s in our cus- 
tody,” he said. “We have no in- 
tention of resorting to any meth- 
ods of political indoctrination and 
intimidation. 

“The sole responsibility for de-

Conference at Key West Described. as ‘Im- 
portant’ but Not ‘Pressing’—No Com- 
ment From Pentagon Sources. 


KEY WEST, Fila. March 10 
(AP)—Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg’s 
sudden flight here for a Sunday 
conference with President Tru- 
man stirred speculation today as 
to its significance.

Vandenberg, chief of staff of 
the Air Force, and a key man of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, was 
summoned by the President in a 
telephone conversation Saturday, 
exactly a day after Truman flew 
to Florida from Washington. 
Photographers were called to 
make pictures of the President 
and the general together, but re- 
porters were not notified of the 
conference until after Vandenberg 


had departed for Washington, two 
hours after his arrival. 

It was their first talk since 
Truman nominated Vandenberg 
for a new 14-month term as chief 
of staff of the Air Force. 

“There were several matters 
the President wanted to talk over 
with him,” Presidential Secretary 
Joseph Short told a news confer- 
ence. 

As to whether some “pressing” 
matters occasioned the flight in a 
high-speed Constellation, Short 
replied: “Pressing is‘not the word, 
}but I would say the conference 
was important.” _ 

Truman will fly to Washington 
Friday for an overnight stay and 
will go to New York City for a 
speech on Saturday afternoon.

AID TO INDOCHINA 
LARGELY SEA, AIR 
JOB, PACE BELIEVES 


NEW YORK, March 10 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Army Pace said 
last night it was his personal opin- 
ion that, if the United States 
should go into Indochina, it 
should be done largely “from the 
sea and in the air.” 

Pace said on a television pro- 
gram, “I would not feel that the 
Army was the organ of the De- 
'fense Department that could do 
the best job in Indochina.” 

On the same program Pace ex- 
pressed concern that current in- 
vestigations by Congressional 
committees on military spending, 
while producing many construc- 
tive suggestions, might give the 
public a wrong impression of how 
the ‘Army runs its business. 

In Washington, a State Depart- 
ment official declared yesterday 
that the defense of Indochina is a 
vital barrier against Communist 
conquest of all Southeast Asia, 
and reaffirmed United States sup- 
port for French and native armies 
fighting the Reds there. 

In a statement on the NBC tele- 
vision program “Battle Report,” 
Robert E. Hoey said the United 
States is making a large contri- 
bution to the anti-Reds with mili- 


The right-wing leader outlined 
his program at a press confer- 
ence on the eve of a National As- 
sembly vote on the Cabinet of 
Premier Antoine Pinay. 

Pinay was reported reliably to 
have started drafting a decree an- 
nouncing devaluation of the franc 
as his first step to stop France’s 
plunge toward bankruptcy. 

Atlantic Pact Assailed. 

De Gaulle criticized the foreign 
and domestic policies of parties 
other than his own Rally of the 
French People and called for a 
world pact to replace the Atlantic 
pact. 

“The Atlantic pact is in error in 
that it is too restrictive,” he 
said. “What the world needs is 
a world pact, including Europe, 
Africa and Asia. 

“There is only one single dan- 
ger in the world—and this dan- 
ger is everywhere. To want to 
fight it only in the Atlantic zone 
is to pave the way for friction 
among allies in other parts of the 
world,” 

De Gaulle said he agreed that 
it was necessary to set up some 
kind of Western defense system 
but that “it is an error to cut 
up the world into security belts.” 

‘Real National Union’ Urged. 

In his attack on the 14-nation 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tlon, De Gaulle said nothing had 
been done to overcome the ri- 
valry between France and Ger- 
many. 

He said it was “crazy” to think 
of two different wars in Korea 
and in Indochina when actually 
both were “wars against Commu- 
nist imperialism.” 

Touching on internal politics, 
De Gaulle said France can only 
be saved by “a real national 
union.” He said “worthy men, 
and there are such men every- 
where, even in the parties, should 
get together among themselves, 
and with me, and together we 
would prepare a reform of our 
institutions.” 

Up to now President Vincent 
Auriol has avoided calling on the

RED CHINA SAYS FUNDS PUBLIC 
GAVE WILL BUY 3300 PLANES 


HONG KONG, March 10 (AP) 
—Red China’s year-long public 
donation campaign for arms to 
use in Korea is being hailed by 
the Communists as a huge suc- 
cess, but western military observ- 
ers are skeptical of what Russia 
will let the Chinese have for their 
money. 

The official Peiping People’s 
Daily received here says the cam- 
paign which began in January 
1951, has produced the equivalent 
of $251,000,000, United States, and 
will purchase 3300 fighter planes 
costing $75,000 each.

Justice Jackson delivered the 
majority ruling. Justice Douglas 
wrote a dissent in which Justice 
Black concurred. 

Justice Clark took no part in 
the case. Justice Frankfurter 
wrote a separate opinion, con- 
curring with the majority made 
up of Chief Justice Vinson and 
Justices Reed, Burton and Min- 
ton in addition to Jackson and 
Frankfurter. 

In a related decision, the court 
held in a 5-to-4 split that alien

As to the alien’s claim that the 
power to expel was so “unreason- 
ably and harshly exercised” that 
it should be held unconstitution- 
al, Jackson said: “The due process 
clause (of the Constitution) does 
not shield the citizen from con- 
scription and the consequent 
calamity of being separated from 
family, friends, homes and busi- 
ness while he is transported to 
foreign lands to stem the tide of 
Communism. 

“Tf Communist aggression 
creates such hardships for loyal 
citizens, it is hard to find justifi- 
cation for holding that the Con- 
stitution requires that its hard- 
ships must be spared the Commu- 
nist alien.” 

Douglas's dissent said the Con- 
stitution protects an alien’s prop- 
erty and liberty and he and Black 
felt “the right to remain here has 
a like dignity.” 

Justice Reed delivered the 
court’s opinion in the bail case 
involving four persons arrested in 
California and ordered held in 
jail pending the outcome of de- 
portation proceedings against 
them. 

Reed spoke for a court majority 
consisting of himself, Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson and Justices Clark, 
Jackson and Minton.

This train operated from 
the Delmar station. A spokesman 
said freight trains from the East 
now terminate at the Wabash 
yards in Brooklyn on the East 
Side. Wabash freight trains from 
the West are handled at the 
Luther yards in north St. Louis. 

A comparatively small amount 
of freight was being moved by in- 
dividual railroads, but the general 
freight interchange at St. Leuis, 
one of the major east-west gate- 
ways, was halted. Normally be- 
tween 10,000 and 11,000 cars— 
about 6500 loaded with freight 
and the others empty—are 
switched here daily.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 10 
—A proposal to amend the Mis- 
souri constitution to limit regu- 
lar sessions of the General As- 
sembly to five months and pro- 


vide $10-a-day expenses for mem- 
bers of the Legislature will be 
submitted voters at the general 
election in November. 

A Senate-approved resolution 
calling for submission of the pro- 
posal was adopted in the House 
today by a vote of 103 to 17, as 
members got down to work for 
what most of them hoped will be 
the last week of the current ses- 
sion. 

The _ proposed _ constitutional 

amendment also would limit the 
length of special sessions of the 
Legislature, called by the Gov- 
ernor, to 60 days. It would provide 
that general sessions end auto- 
matically as of midnight May 31 
of the year each new Assembly 
convenes, if the Legislature had 
not adjourned sine die before that 
time. 
Expenses of $10 a day would be 
provided for each member of the 
House and Senate each day he, 
or she, was recorded present on 
the first roll call.

U.S. SABRES SHOOT 
DOWN 7 RED JETS er 


OVERNORTHKOREA':? 


Three Other MIGs Dam- 
aged in Air Battles— 
Ground Fighting Only 
at Scattered Points.

SEOUL, March 10 (AP)—Seven 
Communist jet fighters were 
blasted out of the North Korean 
skies today, the United States 
Fifth Air Force reported. The 
Reds were trying to break 
through a screen of United States 


Sabre jets protecting United Na- 
tions fighter-bombers. 
Three other MIGs were dam- 


'aged, the Air Force reported. 


It was the biggest score since 
Jan. 25, when the Sabres -shot 
down 10 MIGs in four battles. 

Allied losses, if any, were not 
reported under the Air Force pol- 
icy of announcing losses weekly. 

60 Red Planes in Battles. 


The red-nosed MIGs made 
three bold attempts to break 
through the Sabres and shoot up 
more than 100 fighter-bombers at- 
tacking a Communist rail line 
oatg of Sunchon in northwest Ko- 


as total of about 60 MIGs swept 
down from Manchurian bases in 
several groups, some numbering 
only a half dozen. 

Four MIGs were sent spinning 
earthward in a half hour battle 
between 32 Sabres and 40 MIGs 
just south of the Yaluriver. Three 
other MIGs were shot down and 
two were damaged when a small 
flight of Red fighters pounced on 
an Allied photo reconnaissance jet 
being escorted by Sabres. 

Ground action flared at only 
scattered points. 

Two Divisions Identified. 
United States Eighth Army cen- 
sors took the blanket of security 
off two more American divisions. 
The United States Fortieth (Cali- 
fornia National Guard) Division 
is on the central front south of 
Kumsong. It came to Korea re- 
cently from occupation duty in 
Japan. The United States Twenty- 
fifth Division, with an attached 
Turkish brigade, is dug in along 
the spiny ridges northwest of 
the “punchbowl” on the eastern 
front. 

Last week Eighth Army head- 

quarters reported the First Ma- 
rine Division on the eastern front 
and the British Commonwealth 
and United States Third divisions 
on the western end of the battle 
line. The Forty-fifth Division 
(Oklahoma National Guard) re- 
e ntly was shifted to the central 
front frém occupation duty in 
Japan, 
Allied patrols made _ contact 
with the Reds all along the thaw- 
ing battlefront yesterday, but no 
major clashes resulted. Most of 
the light fighting was on the east 
central front. 

In the west, the Reds wrested 
an advance hill position from Al- 
lied troops but were driven off a 
few minutes later in a counter- 
attack. The action was northeast 
of Panmunjom, site of Korean 
armistice talks. 

Raids by Allied Planes. 

Far East Air Forces planes at- 
tacked gun positions, rail lines, 
supply dumps, tunnels and trucks 
in nearly 1000 sorties, 

Carrier-based Navy planes cut 
eastern Korean rail lines in 89 
places and destroyed six bridges. 
They also took a heavy toll of. 
freight cars and destroyed a loco- 
motive. 

Marine carrier-based planes 
left 11 supply dumps blazing 
southwest of Chinnampo on the 
west coast.

BERLIN, March 10—The aston- 
ishing case of Fritz Roessler, 40- 
year-old Nazi careerist who took 
a new name, married his own 
“widow” and was elected to the 
federal parliament in Bonn, is

Many of his political followers 
in the Socialist Reich party 
(SRP) are turning against him, 
not because of his concealed Nazi 
background, but because he 
bragged that he was a soldier in 
the savage eastern front fighting. 
In fact, he had never left- 
comfortable desk in Dresden: 


As the Russians took over the 
area from the Americans after 
the war, Roessler, his wife and 
two children began a wild flight 
that was halted only by the 
French border on the other side 
ef Germany. 

Forged Papers Used. 

After eatching his breath, he 
planned his new identity care- 
fully. He emerged in Hannover 
in 1946 with forged papers, a new 
name and a phony doctor’s title. 
He taught school for three years 
in a lower Saxon village until 
his Nazi-like pronouncements lost 
him his, job. 

It didn’t matter. By that time 
he had been elected to the Bund- 
estag or Parliament. He was 
arrested Feb. 20 in the federal 
buildings after his immunity had 
been lifted in an emergency meet- 
ing of the parliamentary’ commit- 


tee. 

Significantly Roessler has not 
been prosecuted as a Nazi, al- 
though called to account for his 
outrageous parliamentary state- 
ments which might have been 
written by Paul Joseph Goebbels 
himself. 

After a one-day trial last week 
in Hildesheim he was sentenced

MacArthur returned the letter 
with this postscript in his own 
penmanship: “Thanks for your 
note. Under the circumstances 
I suggest you support Taft.

Deep Water Test 
Of Atomic Bomb 
Appears Likely 


Experiment Might 
Show Weapon’s 
Possible Use Against 
Fleets at Sea. 


By ELTON C. FAY 
WASHINGTON, March 10 (AP) 


DEEP WATER explosion of 
an atomic bomb to dete?fmine 
the feasibility of using the 
A-bomb against warships at sea 
appears probable in the forthcom- 
ing series of tests at the Mar- 
shall islands nuclear weapon 
proving ground. 
In six years of experimenting, 
the atomic weapon scientists have 
tried out explosions under a va- 


riety of conditions—mid-air burst, . 


surface explosion, underground 
and in shallow water. They now 
have amassed a vast amount of 
data on what such blasts will do 
to buildings, underground struc- 
tures, weapons, ships anchored in 
harbor and to men. 


But until they go ahead with 
a test first planned and then 
abandoned in 1946 they will not 
know how effective would be a 
deep water blast of an atomic 
“mine” against a force of war- 
ships or a convoy under way on 
the high seas. 


Use of Target Ships Likely. 


The assumption is that at least 
some target ships will be used 
in the test, although instruments 
that record shock, pressure, ra- 
diation and other effects could 
provide valuable data alone. 

Without tapping its reserve 
fleet of modern, useful vessels, 
the Navy has on hand'a large 
number of combatant ships, 
transports and smaller craft, 
many of which could be used in 
the experiment. Left over from 
the 1946 Bikinftests are several 
battleships and cruisers, about 
12 destroyers, six submarines and 
a variety of transports. 

The “Baker” test in Bikini la- 
goon produced formidable re- 
sults; two battleships, a big car- 
rier, three submarines and some 
small craft were sunk in that sin- 
gle blast of one weapon. 


Column of Water Thrown Up. 

But scientists and _ military 
leaders believe a great deal of 
the destructive force of the bomb 
was lost because of the shallow 
depth of the lagoon—about 180 
feet at the deepest point. A 
great deal of the bomb‘s power 
was expended ine the spectacular 
(although tactically useless) col- 
umn of water thrown yp by the 
blast. ie eee” 

Scientists believe, a deep un- 
derwater shot might produce far 
greater damage’ .dver a much 
wider area. is is because the 
full blastingy power of the bomb 
would be held within the water 
and the shock transmitted to the 
hulls of ships.

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Why Let It Occur? 

St. Louis trades a telephone strike, now set- 
tled, for a railroad strike. The two disputes are 
about as different as any two labor problems 
could be. 

The railroad strike is technically against the 
Government, which has been the nominal oper- 
ator of the railroads since August 1950, when 
President Truman seized them under his war 
powers in order to avert a threatened general 
walkout by trainmen and conductors. 

The dispute behind the strike goes back even 
beyond August 1950, for prior to that time the 
procedures of the Railway Mediation Act had 
been exhausted in an effort to settle the issues 
of a wage increase and changes in working rules. 

A wage settlement has virtually been agreed 
upon, but the intricate problem of the rules re- 
mains unsettled. For using the strike as a 
means of forming a settlement, the railroad 
engineers, firemen and conductprs will no doubt 
come -in for strong criticism. The Government 
can appeal to the courts, and experience shows 
that the strike can probably be ended by in- 
junction. 

Yet how to end a crippling strike is only part 
of the question which must concern the public. 
The deeper question is how to obtain fair settle- 
ment of the issues behind the strike. Clearly 
Government seizure does not provide the answer. 
For seizure acts as a sanction only against the 
unions, not against the railroad companies. 

In effect seizure denies the men the right to 
strike but exerts no comparable pressure against 
the employer to settle the underlying dispute. 

Both the railroads and the Government must 
accept a share of the responsibility for letting 
such a protracted wrangle go unsettled. If 
the same energy which is devoted to ending 
railroad strikes were devoted to settling the 
issues behind them, the state of railroad labor 
relations would be much improved. 

If such energy had been used on the long 
drawn out issues in this instance, the country 
would not now face the possibility of a ‘serious 
rail tie-up with its attendant damage to defense. 
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An Outrageous Murder 

The brutal slaying of Arnold Schuster“s a 
reproach to the state of law and order in Brook- 
lyn. Thanks to the vigilant eye of the now 
murdered World War II veteran, New York 
police received the tip which enabled them to 
arrest Willie (The Actor) Sutton, known as the 
most-wanted bank robber in the country.

He did not and so was shot down in 
cold blood between his tailor shop and his home. 

Is New York to become a place where no one 
will assist in crime detection for fear of his 
own life? If that is not to happen, the police 
will need to do everything possible, and speedily, 
to apprehend the killer or killers of Arnold 
Schuster. 
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_To Advance a Transit Solution: 

The City Administration might seem to be 
rushing things with its effort to find out wheth- 
er St. Louis Public Service Co. is for sale, and 
for how much. Clearly undue haste is not the 
intention, For Mayor Darst promises that noth- 
ing will be allowed to interfere with naming 
a board of freeholders to make a detailed study 
of public ownership. 

Two recent developments apparently prompted 
the city to begin financial discussions. One was 
the transit fare increase. The other was the 
reluctance of some St. Louis county groups to 
consider a board of freeholders, though County 
Supervisor Matthews himself supports the idea. 

Nearly a month ago the County Chamber of 
Commerce directors proposed deferring a board 
of freeholders on grounds the project would 
take too much time and money. The chamber 
suggested, instead, a special city-county commit- 
tee to confer with Public Service. 

The chamber’s proposal makes little sense 
from the county’s point of view. The transit 
issue is grave enough to require deliberate study 
and the use of time and money. . 

Many county residents work in the city, and 
many of these not only have to pay One in- 
creased transit fare but two. They ride two 
transit systems. So the transit problem is as 
serious outside the city limits as in it. 

If there ever is to be public ownership, it 
should represent the whole area served by the 
transit systems. That means a metropolitan 
authority and not municipal ownership. The 
project should be given the most thorough study 
to assure that no disastrous mistakes are made. 

The City Hall’s special committee doubtless 
will bear this in mind. If it does, the commit- 
tee can be of material assistance in getting the 
problem before a board of freeholders at an 
early date.

German Vote for Eisenhower Army 


Popular support for German participation in 
the defense of the West was definitely enhanced 
by the returns from Sunday’s elections in the 
new southwestern state of Germany. Chancel- 
lor Konrad Adenauer’s Christian Democrats led 
the field with 982,464 votes, and the Free Demo- 
crats, members of the Adenauer coalition, were 
third with 491,587 votes. Against these two ma- 
jor opponents, Dr. Kurt Schumacher’s Socialists 
received only 764,857 votes, 

Dr. Schumacher had injected the issue of 
German rearmament into the provincial cam- 
paigning. He called for a repudiation of Dr. 
Adenauer’s policy of early German participation 
in Gen. Eisenhower's European army. With 
more than 62 per cent of the eligible voters go- 
ing to the polls, his rebuff is unmistakable. 

Coming shortiy after the fall of the French 
Government on the issue of financing France's 
participation in the European army, these elec- 
tion returns cannot help being encouraging to 
the State Department and the other NATO for- 
eign offices since the opposition to German re- 
armament has been articulate in West Germany 
as well as in France. But it remains’ to be 
seen how the French will react to a German vote 
for putting Germans into uniform once again. 

Also encouraging were the relatively small 
numbers of votes cast for the seven other par- 
ties participating in the elections. The Com- 
munists polled only 191,631 votes and the neo- 
Nazis got only 65,766, not enough to elect a 
single delegate to the provincial parliament. 

‘While remembering that this was only a re- 
gional election, the results do seem to indicate 
inczépsed support for the Adenauer coalitiop, a 


~ 


campaign against the Democrats should he be- 


come the G.O.P. nominee. 
This criticism of Gen. Eisenhower is not only 


- grossly unfair to the great World War II leader, 


to Gen. Ridgway, who is the U.N. commander 
in the war against Communist aggression in 
Korea. 

The implication of the Taft criticism is plain 
—and although the Ohio Senator has backed up 
a bit he has already done his damage. For 
the implication is that our professional military 
leaders are beholden to presidential administra- 
tions for the assignments they receive. It is that 
they serve political leaders and not the 
people through disinterested careers in the 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. 

This implication injects political criteria into 
the assignment of military leaders. If this were 
to become the rule, it could, as Brig. Gen. 
Thomas R. Phillips (retired), Post-Dispatch mili- 
tary analyst, points out, lead to the destruction 
of the heretofore non-political character of the 
armed forces. 

Republican Gov. Sherman Adams of New 
New Hampshire has denounced the Taft impli- 
cation “as grossly unfair and baseless.” If the 
desperate charge affects other Republicans the 
same way, it will do Senator Taft far more 
harm than good. For the least the Ohio Senator 
should do is to remember that he is campaigning 
on the ground while the Eisenhower campaign is 
being waged at second-hand bv friends as the 
General works hard on a vital international 
assignment across the ocean.

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An Honest Try for Unit Control 

Representative Fred Ray Columbo of St. Louis 
has promised that a determined effort will be 
made to pass the St.«Louis publi¢ school unit 
control bill before the State Legislature finally 
adjourns. This sounds like talk from a man 
who means business, and what a welcome sound 
it is after all that has gone before. 

Mr. Columbo, a Democrat and co-sponsor of 
the measure with Republican A. Clifford Jones 
of St. Louis county, is in a most strategic posi- 
tion to get action on this forward-looking plan 
to streamline school administration here. He 
is chairman of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, the first hurdle the bill must clear. 
Mr. Columbo’s unequivocal stand and the bi- 
partisan support it deserves, ought to see the 
measure through the committee. The next 
hurdle is the House itself. But even that should 
not prove too difficult. Solid support from the 
St. Louis delegation is sufficient to secure a 
favorable vote, since the plan applies strictly 
to St. Louis. 

Even in the Senate, where David A. Hess of 
St. Louis stabbed unit control earlier in the 
session, prospects are somewhat brighter. For 
one thing, some of Mr. Hess’ colleagues are 
beginning to see through him and any opposi- 
tion from his corner may be taken with a grain 
of salt. But in the end, the fate of the meas- 


ure likely will depend upon the St. Louis Sen- 


ators, and especially on Senator Anthony M. 
Webbe, the only St. Louisan on the 13-member 
Senate Education Committee. Between them 
Mr. Webbe and Mr. Columbo could carry home 
the bacon. , 
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Tax Week in the Senate 


This is the week when income taxes are due, 
and it is also the week when the Senate decides 
whether to take the Internal Revenue Bureau 
out of politics. 


The cries of rage arising from the Senate, asa 
result of President Truman’s sharf letter in sup- 
port of his plan to reorganize the bureau, are 
a good index of the importance of the issue. 


Senator Nixon found the President’s remarks 
“insulting.” Yet this California Republican has 
himself introduced a bill to put internal revenue 
collectors under civil service, as the President’s 
reorganization plan would do. Did Senator Nix- 
on introduce the bill for the record only? If not, 
why did he vote against reorganization in com- 
mittee? 

Senator Mundt. of South Dakota, another Re- 
publican who has had a good deal to say about 
the tax collection scandals, calls Mr. Truman’s 
stand for reorganization “a brazen effort to di- 
vert attention from graft” in the Administration. 
Senator Mundt also voted against reorganization 
in committee. Is he afraid that the Republicans 
will lose an issue if they help to reform the con- 
ditions they complain about so much? 


The Senate vote on the reorganization plan 
will tell the people who is against corruption 
and wishes to remove the source of corruption 
—and who is just against corruption, for cam- 
paign purposes. To defeat the plan takes 49 
votes. The Administration should be able to 
count on at least 20 Democrats. If all the other 
30 vote against the plan, they will still need 
substantial help from the Republicans to kill it. 
In committee, a majority of Republicans so 
voted. Is that to be the record on the floor? 
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Pressure From the Gamblers? 


The St. Louis Crime Commission has expressed 
fears that sinister forces are attempting to in- 
fluence Gov. Smith to veto the Chamier anti- 
gambling bill, key measure in the plan to tight- 
en up and modernize the state’s antiquated 
criminal code. 

Obviously, slot machine operators and others 
of the gambling crowd are none too happy at 
the prospect the bill may become law. For it 
outlaws the sale, storage, or transportation of 
all kinds of gambling devices in intrastate com- 
merce in Mi _It strikes at the tools of 
the gambling trade. 


The gamblers fought the measure tooth and 
nail in both the Senate and House, and there 
is no reason to expect they should give up hope 
even at this late date. Any arguments they 
might attempt to muster are certain to be 
specious and self-serving. The people of Mis- 
souri were not fooled by them and certainly 
Gov. Smith will not be. He can put an end to 
any further speculation on the matter by af- 
fixing his signature without further delay. ;

Swiss voting. draws so little notice outside country that some ob- 
servers mistakenly think Swiss politics are stagnate; actually, un- 
dramatic campaigns indicate political stability and maturity; parties 
agree on defense, differ chiefly on “hows” of welfare state. 


From the Neue Zuericher Zeitung, Zurich 


There is a proverb according to which 
that woman is the best about whom the 
least is said. If that saying can also be 
applied to countries and peoples, then 
Switzerland should be flattered, since so 
littie is said about it in the world press. 


Even the national .elections of last 
autumn drew but scant attention outside 
the country’s borders. It is not surprising 
that to the foreign observer the quality of 
stability appears as the outstanding char- 
acteristic of the Swiss political scene. 
Some are inclined—erroneously in this 
particular instance—to equate stability 
with stagnation. | 

It should be kept in mind that in a gov- 
ernmental system that includes the insti- 
tution of the popular referendum, i.e., the 
right and in some cases the duty of the 
people to vote directly on legislation or 
constitutional amendments proposed, the 
role of the parliament, and of the govern- 
ment elected by the parliament, is quite 
different from what it is in the repre- 
sentative, or parliamentary democracy. 


By no means rare are the instances 
where legislative proposals adopted by a 
large majority in both houses of the 
Federal Assembly are subsequently re- 
jected by a large majority of the voting 
citizens. With a people as congenitally 
conservative as the Swiss, the institution 
of the referendum has proved to be a 
brake upon all precipitate “progress,” and 
a guarantee of organic development. 


Yardstick for the Voters 


Last fall, all the members of the Nation- 
al Council, and a part of the members of 
the Council of States (roughly correspond- 
ing to the United States Senate; but in the 
Swiss system, it will be recalled, the two 
houses are co-ordinate in power) had to 
present themselves before their electors. 


Public interest rather naturally centers 
in the elections to the National Council. 
These elections, held every four years, 
provide a reliable yardstick for the fluctu- 
ating strength and influence of the parties, 


Compared to previous campaigns the 
most recent one on the whole was rather 
thild-mannered. That can be explained 
not only with the currently satisfactory 
economic situation—stability is the sign of 
full employment—but with the fact that 
there were not at this time any large con- 
troversial issues at stake, Above all, there 
is no difference of opinion among the 
parties at present regarding the principles 
of foreign policy and national defense. 


Keep a Sharp Eye on Events 


All parties are agreed on the necessity 
of preserving the country’s historic mili- 
tary and political neutrality, even today in 
the East-West conflict. They are agreed 
also, with the exception. of the smal] sect 
Partei der Arbeit, as the Communists now 
call themselves, in their determination to 
acknowledge and to defend the country’s 
spiritual and ideological affinity with the 
free world of the West: in other words, on 
a policy of military and diplomatic, but 
never of moral neutrality. 


With the exception of the Communists, 
all the parties also affirm the necessity of 
a strong armed protection of the inde- 
pendence and neutrality of the country, 
and some time ago authorized an addi- 
tional expenditure of 1,500,000,000 Swiss 
francs for implementing a military five- 
year plan, Despite the undisputed neu- 
trality of the Swiss state, which should 
never be for the “neutralism” 
that thrives in certain other countries, the 
Swiss people have a eye for interna- 
tional developments. The Nazis used to 
call Switzerland “the little. porcupine.” 
Today once again the Swiss are eager to 
grow aS many pointed spines as possible. 

But in other fields also, in which the 
programs and policies of the parties other- 
wise are wont to go apart, there was little 
cause this time for heated controversies. 


Social policy as a, is in Switzerland 


The parties’ differences in this field are 
limited to the what, the how, and the how 
much, 

As elsewhere, so in Switzerland, of 
course, the Socialists favor a state-con- 
trolled economy; the “more,” to them, is 
axiomatically the “better” when it comes 
to government-sponsored measures for 
promoting social welfare and security. 


The other parties stand for the view 
that such measures, although inevitably a 
function of ‘the modern state, should not 
be permitted to paralyze individual initia- 
tive or to disturb the functioning of the 
market economy. 


Stability of Parliament 


This commonsense view {is held by a 
majority of the Swiss people, as shown in 
1947, when it rejected a Socialist initiative 
for progressively increasing state control, 
but shortly thereafter by an overwhelming 
majority approved old-age insurance. The 
Socialist leaders in Switzerland therefore 
must move with circumspection in the 
pursuit of their aims. 


All in all, the elections served to con- 
firm the established distribution of power 
among the parties even more clearly than 
the preceding elections of 1943, when the 
Socialists, and of 1947, when the Radicals 
moved ahead of the others. The follow- 
ing listing of the number of seats occu- 
pied in the National Council by the four 
large parties will illustrate the political 
stability of the Swiss parliament since 
the end of World War I in particular: 


1919 1951 
Radicals — — — — 60 51 
Socialists —- — — — 4] 49 
Cathojic-Consérvatives 41 44 
Peasant party—- — — 30 23 


These four parties have been consistently 
supported by over 80 per cent of the voters 
Since 1919. 


A Small, Tight Fortress 


The Swiss political scene does not fur- 
nish much of the stuff of which the big 
headlines are made. Its continued, unin- 
teresting-looking stability is a provocation 
to some, boredom to others. Yet it de- 
fied Adolf Hitler’s scornful prediction, 
that no “bourgeois” state would surviye 
the second World War. 


On this Continent, frightened by the 
threatening shadow of Communist im- 
perialism, Switzerland stands like a small 
but pretty tight fortress. Within its walls 
good care is taken of those values for 


the protection of. which, against aggres- . 


sion from within and without, the free 
world is beginning to gather its forces. 


In conclusion, could we not perhaps 
begin to measure Europe’s growing 
strength and health by the number of 
countries which at and between elections 
supply the press of the world with less 
and less copy for sensational headlines?

Gov. Stevenson Still Truman’s Choice?

he will run for another term. 


His own choice if he does not 
run has been narrowed down vir- 
tually to one man, Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois. The back- 
ground of this 
conviction has 
been either mis- 
understood or 
deliberately dis- 
torted. In the 
long evening 
session they had 
together at Blair 
House a month 
ago the Presi- 
dent was pretty 
plain - spoken. 

He went over 

all the possibili- 

ties in the Democratic party one 
by one. In each instance he cited 
handicaps that seemed to him to 
raise serious doubts about wheth- 
er the individual could be elect- 
ed if he were the Democratic 
nominee. 

Then the President came to 
Stevenson himself. It seemed to 
the President that in the frame- 
work of the party and the issues 
to be drawn in November, Steven- 
son had the essential qualifica- 
tions. What Truman finally said 
was that he hoped the Illinois 
Governor would be ready if his 
party called on him. to serve. 

Stevenson was completely 
frank in his reply. He said that 
he would rather be Governor of 


Illinois. He gave all the reasons | 


for his reluctance, which he has 
subsequently given to the many 
visitors who have seen him in 
Springfield. But he did not close 
the door. 

This is just where the matter | 
stands today. The President would 
have preferred that Stevenson 
show more eagerness. But he has 
a deep and sympathetic under- | 
standing for the personal and po- 
litical dilemma of the younger 
man. 


No Democratic Eisenhower. 


Ever since then a considerable 
effort has been directed at in- | 
fluencing the President against | 
Stevenson. This has come both 
from the friends of Senator Rob- 
ert Kerr of Oklahoma and from 
those who are subtly seeking to 
persuade Truman that his own 
candidacy is inevitable. 

The line is that if Stevenson 
is so reluctant, then perhaps he 
would make a poor candidate. A 
man has to want it to win. The 
Democratic party doesn’t want 
“another Eisenhower.” 

Measured against the ambition 
of most politicians, Stevenson’s 
reluctance does have a curious 
look. It is, to express it another 
way, that he is a more compli- 
ated personality than the aver- 
age politician. He probably falls 
on the side of the introvert rather 
than the extrovert. | 


F those who have access to him from day to day are correct, 
President Truman begins his sojourn in Key West still undecided 
on the great question of the hour. He does not yet know whether 


There is no reason to believe 
that Truman has been influenced 
by the propaganda centering on 
Stevenson's reluctance. Whatever 
else one may say about him, the 
President is an eminently prac- 


tical politician. He knows that 


any candidate of any party will 
have handicaps and limitations. 
As put together by Truman, 
Stevenson's score is lower on 
handicaps and higher on advan- 
tages than that of any other 
Democrat except the President 
himself. 


Russell and the Dixiecrats. 


This last is the President's 
quite understandable conclusion. 
That conclusion must be put 
alongside Truman’s desire ex- 
pressed repeatedly in one form or 
another to leave the White House. 
And now, as a practical politician, 
he is undoubtedly weighing his 
own chances of re-election against 
' what may happen in the South. 
| The Dixiecrat fringe in the 
South was one thing. Truman won 
re-election in 1948 in spite of 
these highly vocal Southerners. 
But Senator Richard Russell of 
Georgia is a horse of a different 
color. He is a sober, serious, 
Skilled practitioner of politics, a 
good man in any league. 


' Nor is he just a hater, against 
everything that has been done 
under the New Deal and the Fair 
Deal. On the contrary, he has a 
realistic awareness that the eco- 
nomic and social programs of the 


past 20 years have meant more to | 


the South than perhaps any other 
region. On civil rights he is far 
from being a professional rebel. 


The Will to Win. . 


In fact, two and a half years 
ago, Truman might have reached 
a working compromise with Rus- 
sell and a sizable bloc of the 
Southern delegation on an educa- 
tional FEPC free of criminal pen- 
alties. 

This matter of wanting or not 
wanting the job was put in an 
interesting way by Paul Hoffman 
in his New Hampshire speech on 
Gen. Eisenhower. 


“I say we should seek the man,” 
Hoffman said of Eisenhower's at- 
titude, ‘“‘becayse as a business ex-. 
ecutive I learned years ago that 
only rarely could one find the 
best-fitted man for an important 
post among all those who had ac- 
tually applied for the job... .” 

This would seem to apply with 
equal force to Stevenson. Yet, 
the factor of enthusiasm, of an 
out-to-win spirit, cannot be dis- 
counted in the great game of 
politics as played in this country. 
And that, too, Truman will con- 
Sider as. in this interyal he re- 
flects on the weighty problem that 
only he can solve.

“The United States Government has 
noted with interest the clear state- 
ment of policy and objectives con- 
tained in the directive issued on 
February 4th by the United Kingdom 
Government to the new High Com- 
missioner for the Federation of 
Malaya. We are heartened by the 
reiteration of Britain’s determjnation 
to defeat Communist terrorism in 
Malaya, an alien movement which 
for nearly four years has conducted 
a deliberate and vicious campaign to 
disrupt the life of the country and 
retard its political and economic de- 
velopment. We welcome the state- 
ment that this objective is not to be 
achieved by military action alone, 
but also by an imaginative and pro- 
gressive policy of assisting the 
diverse peoples of Malaya toward the 
longer range objective — that of 
forging in due course a united and 
nation, 
which will have the choice of remain- 
ing within the Commonwealth. 


“The United States Government is 
fully cognizant of the importance of 
Malaya’s present and future role in 
the free world, politically, economi- 
cally and strategically, and of the 
significance of the present struggle in 
Malaya as an integra] part of the-free 
world’s common effort to halt Com- 
munist aggression. This is not a con- 
cern and responsibility only of the so- 
called ‘West’, but a struggle which 
vitally affects the lives and progress 
of all free peoples, who must there- 
fore strive in concert to achieve their 
mutual aim. ‘ 


“We consider that the efforts being 
made in Malaya by the British and 
their associates among the peoples of 
Malaya represent.a major contribu- 
tion in that common struggle. We 
have confidence in the ultimate success 
of their efforts, both to halt the 
forces of Communism and to build a 
new nation, and we wish to take this 
opportunity of expressing our solidar- 
ity of purpose with those engaged in 
these efforts.”

According to Phillips, the oper- 
ation was a success. Cynics. might 
ascribe that to luck, but how 
lucky can a fellow be? After all, 
he had been performing opera- 
tions for years, a circumstance 
that even troubled Investigator 
Williams. 

“How he was able to perform 
them successfully is what has us 
all baffled,” he admitted. 

The secret of his success, the 
“Doc” told me, is absurdly sim- 
ple. He just never started cut- 
ting away at anything without 
first convincing himself that he 
could sew it up again. Take brain 
surgery, for instance.. 

“I’ve assisted at brain sur- 
gery, but I’ve never done it 
alone,” he says. “I know my 
limitations.”

N Chico, where patients were 
| attractea by his “dynamic per- 

sonality,” the “Doc” invariably 
wore military uniform, sometimes 
with captain’s bars. He filled his 
soldier role well enough to fool 
Army officers with whom he often 
went fishing. 

When Phillips signed a de- 
tailed confession in which he 
mentioned performing 31 appen- 
dectomies in the preceding two 
years while working for the CCC, 
Williams wrote the district sur- 
geon who had put the “Doc” on 
the Government payroll at Fort 
Missoula, Mont.: 

“He is an out and out quack. 
What credentials did he have to 
be hired as contract surgeon?” 

Somewhat nettled, Fort Mis- 
soula listed the impressive-look- 
ing references and papers Phil- 
lips had presented and added: 

“His efficiency reports varied 
from satisfactory to excellent. 

He perfogmed his duties satis- 

factorily, except that his sur- 

gical judgment was questioned 
because of the number of ap- 
pendectomies he performed.” 

The report added the CCC camp

commanders in several western 
states where the “Doc” had 
served—usually performing sur- 
gery at local civilian hospitals— 
had been enthusiastic about the 
self-educated, unlicensed doctor. 
They consulted him about health 
problems in their own families 
and at least one commander had 
Phillips remove his tonsils. 

The “Doc’s” arrest in Chico 
caused consternation. 

“The man’s got something be- 
sides guts,” said the local folks. 

“T haven’t done anything harm- 
ful, only good,” protested the 
“Doc.” “I will stack my skill in 
medicine against any surgeon, 
man to man.” 

“He is a wonderful husband,” 
said the “Doc’s” second wife who 
finally divorced him in 1946, 
“He’s a fine doctor, the kind who 
would drive 140 miles to take care 
of a sick miner. He was always 
treating people who didn’t ‘ave 


money. 

This time, though, the fat was 
in the fire and Phillips served 
three consecutive sentences: for 
practicing medicine without a li- 
cense; for illegal possession of 
firearms (a revolver was found 
in the glove compartment of his 
car), and for falsifying his Gov- 
ernment application for the CCC 
surgeon’s job. 

In the summer of 1946 he was 
released from the Federal peni- 
tentiary at McNeil Island, Wash. 
Williams soon heard that the 
“Doc” was back in the Chico area, 
writing prescriptions again, but 
before the agent could nab him 
he had crossed the state line into 
Arizona. 

Around New Year’s 1947, he 
appeared as a duly authorized 
$360-a-month county health in- 
spector in Kingman, Ariz. Soon 
all the townsfolk knew and liked 
the genial, pipe-smoking “Doc.” 
Among his many friends were 
Sheriff Frank L. Porter and his 
deputies. 

As usual, the “Doc” supple- 
mented his official income by a 
little doctoring on the side. He 


Fix It Yourself

NE reason for a hot air regis- 
0 ter going cold tan be that the 
filter in the furnace has be- 


come so dirty that air can’t get ~ 


into the duct that runs to the 
particular register. Cleaning the 
filter or installing a new one 
would certainly help. 

Another cause can be a fine 
collection of dust and miscel- 
laneous dirt in the register or 
duct, and this can often be re- 
moved by taking out the register 
and. getting into the duct with 
the hose extension of a vacuum 
cleaner. In some cases sections 
of the duct will have to be re- 
moved, 

Many registers will fail to de- 


liver heat because joints in the 
ducts have opened up and the 
hot air is flowing out in the 
wrong place. Once the duct has 
been put back together, install 
additional supports so it can’t 
easily break apart again. 

Still another reason for failure 
of the system is that some of the 
ducts have sagged and the warm 
air is trapped in the low point. 
In*a gravity warm air system the 
ducts must all slope upward from 
the furnace to the registers. If 
they have a slight downward slope 
at one point or even run hori- 
zontally they won't do a very 
good job of getting the heat to 
the register.

Then, mysteriously, the “Doc” 
returned to Hutchinson as a $175- 
a-month night clerk at the Leon 
hotel. He was conscientious but 
too slow and was fired, much to 
his amazement. 

In June, 1950, en route back to 
Santa Rosa with his wife, his car 
collided with a truck and turned 
over six times. As Dr. James H. 
Phillips he was a patient at the 
Fowler, Kan., hospital when R. 
W. Hayden, a 25-year-old insure 
ance adjuster called on him. Hay- 
den represented the truck owners. 

The “Doc” had serious neck 
‘and arm injuries, but he was as 
aggressive as ever. He refused

FFICE loyalty is that owed by an employe to his employer. 
(i: is put to the test when the employer offers a suggestion. 

The suggestion may strike the employe as hackneyed and 
threadbare. It may even seem stupid. 

It may be based upon something the employer saw in a 
newspaper, magazine or other publication. Unfortunately the 
employer cannot now recall the publication in which he saw it, 
the date it appeared, the title of the article or the name 
of the author. 

It may be a project which is not a specialty of the 
employe to whom it is suggested, but of another ,employe 
who could do it much better because he has all the details at 
his finger tips. 

It may propose that something be done in a tedious round- 
about way when it could be done in a direct, simple way. 
It may involve doing the thing immediately when it could 
be put off until tomorrow or next week. It may mean dropping 
something in which the employe is completely absorbed and 
to which he will eventually return disinterested and cold. 

The suggestion will not be typical of the kine an employer 
makes to an employe if it does not come unexpectedly and 
entail the employe breaking various engagements. It will 
almost certainly necessitate his notifying his wife that he 
cannot meet here at the place or hour specified. It will re- 
quire explaining in a,very low voice over the telephone so that 
mo one nearby can hear that the boss has got another one 
of his crazy notions. 

Office loyalty, under such circumstutces, is the determina- 
tion of the employe not to permit himself to become cynical. 

So, in spite of what dark thoughts he may be thinking, 
he will reply that he considers the suggestion an excellent 
one and that he will get to work on it right away.

Demo- 
crat Grunewald gets favorable no- 
tice from Republican Senator 
Owen Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
who says Hehry always “seemed 
simply interested in doing good 
and never in asking for anything.” 
Few Democrats can claim such 
praise from Brewster. 

Grunewald prizes a thank-you 
note from President Truman for 
$1600 he gave to the Democrats 
in 1948, but he is not above drop- 
ping a G-note into a G.O.P. cam- 
paign kitty. 

How many G’s are in Grune- 
wald’s own kitty is unknown. His 
apartment, where he lives with 
his wife and daughter, Erna, is 
luxuriously but not lavishly fur- 
nished. He owns two Fords and 
a Lincoln. His wife owns a Ford. 
He visits frequently with his other 
daughter, Mrs. Christine Hartzell, 
who lives with her husband and 
two small daughters in nearby 
Chevvy Chase, Md.

In these conflicts, he steers by 
the lights of his fighting little 
attorney, William Power Maloney, 
a former special assistant to the 
Attorney General.

He wires the 
vast. maze of Washington bu- 
reaucracy for sound and makes 
himself master of the switchboard. 

Now nearing 60, Grunewald is 
bald, with a grey fringe of hair, 
but his heavy features are youth- 
fully- ruddy. He is light on his 
feet. vigorous in his actions. He 
has the facial control of an actor 
—one moment he can look as 
blank as a punch-drunk pug and 
the next moment break the haze 
with a magnetic smile. He is 5 
feet 8, weighs about 180, and 
dresses nattily in ready-made 
suits. Friends find him comfort- 
able company, a good host, an 
easy spender. 

While talk is his trade, Grune- 
wald owes his notoriety to shut- 
ting up. Whenever Congress gets 
curious, Grunewald shows beyond 
question that no Dutchman since 
William the Silent knows better 
the virtue of keeping a secret. 

His nickname, “The Dutch- 
man,” was given Grunewald by 
American Navy shipmates when 
he was in his ’teens. He was born 
in Port Elizabeth, South Africa, 
of German parents, Heinrich and 
Anna Grunewald, on May 19, 
1892. He finished school through 
the level of junior high, includ- 
ing five years in Schleswig, Ger- 
many, and at 16 came to the 
United States. His father, a 
house-and-sign painter, paid the 
fare. } 

He worked several months, as 
cashier in his uncle’s restaurant, 
then enlisted in the Navy. He told 
the Navy he was born in New 
York City in 1890 and was a 
United States citizen, a collection 
of errors left for his naturaliza- 
tion to clear up years later. 

He went to sea on the U.SS. 
Connecticut, flagship of the At- 
lantic Fleet. Athletics was his 
hobby. He boxed, trained other 
fighters. He liked to fight. His 
idea was “get knocked out right 
away or knock out the other guy, 
don’t prolong the agony.” 

He pitched a 1-to-0 shutout in 
a game at the Brooklyn Navy 
yard and a girl on the sidelines 
told him, “You pitched a good 
game.” Her name was Miss Chris- 
tine Marie Schumacher, and they 
started going ——

RUNEWALD left the Navy

teers. They performed a “patri- 
otic” burglary, but the act was 
so charged with diplomatic dyna- 
mite they were forever disbarred 
from official public gratitude. 

Grunewald and his associates 
spirited away two tons of secret 
Germany embassy papers from 
their hiding place in the Swiss 
consulate in New York, turned 
the lot over to the United States 
Government. The haul gave the 
Federal agents a complete blue- 
print of German espionage and 
sabotage operations in this coun- 
t 


ry. 

Th® operation was a sensational 
spy thriller. Grunewald’s partic- 
ipation in it is verified by FBI 
sources. Men who served with and 
over him pay tribute to him as a 
clever agent. 

Grunewald and the others cased 
the place. They brought in a lock- 
smith to make a door key. They 
arranged a vacation for the night 
watchman. They took over an of- 
fice on another floor for home 
base. 

In the consulate they found two 
huge safes and some 20 filing 
cabinets. The locksmith opened 
one safc with the combination 
1870, the year of the Franco-Prus- 
sian War, and the other with 1871. 

To get into the filing cabinets, 
Grunewald and the others used 
keys made by their locksmith. 
The agents made it their business 
each night to take what they 
could, and to replace everything 
as they found it, down to the last 
grains of dust on the furniture.

His specialty was to pose as 
a German agent, a role for which 
his German ancestry and school- 
ing made him a natural. Many 
agénts of the Kaiser revealed to 
Grunewald secrets that were a 
sure passport to their intern- 
ment. Grunewald worked two 
years as a Federal agent in the 
New York city branch of the 
Bureau of Investigation. 

A. contemporary account de- 
scribed spy-hunter Grunewald in 
these terms: “He was endowed 
with 'a seemingly easy-going jov- 
iality, coupled with ability as a 
rough-and-t"mble two-fisted fight- 
er which made him capable of 
being all things to all men.” And 
in two languages at that. 

Many of the trails Grunewald 
followed in the spy roundup 
started in the documents he 
helped to cart away from the 
German Embassy’s safes in the 
Swiss Consulate. One letter car- 
ried the thanks of a German vice

consul in Chicago, Baron Hans 
Curt von Reiswitz und Kader- 
zin, to two German agents in 
New York, Curt Courant and 
Hans Jacobsen, for stealing Navy 
and aircraft drawings from the 
Sperry Gyroscope Co. 

Grunewald posed as a German 
agent named “Mr. Grimm,” met 
Jacobsen in a swinging-door sa- 
loon at 149th street and Broadway 
in New York. “Mr. Grimm” gave 
Jacobsen the thanks of the Fath- 
erland, and Jacobsen wasn’t in- 
terested. Grunewald signaled his 
fellow G-men to move in. As “Mr. 
Grimm,” Grunewald was arrested 
with Jacobsen and taken to Bu- 
reau headquarters at 15 Park 
Row. 

“Mr. Grimm” loudly demanded 
his lawyer. In came a lawyer— 
another Bureau agent. “Mr. 
Grimm” demanded to get out. 
His lawyer thought it might be 
done, for $50,000 bail. While the 
lawyer went off, “Mr. Grimm” 
put the heat on Jacobsen. 

“I don’t care anything about 
you and you don’t care anything 
about me,” said “Mr. Grimm” to 
the German agent. “But if we can 
help each other out, we'd better 
do it. If you know anybody on 
the outside, give me his name. I 
have some pretty influential 
friends in this town who don’t 
suspect what I really am. Maybe 
I can get out of here on bail. If 
I do I might be able to help get 
you out.” 

With this kind of talk, Grune- 
wald finally got from Jacobsen a 
note of introduction to Courant. 
He then went out with other 
agents and repeated the double- 
arrest act. When “Mr. Grimm” 
with Courant saw Jacobsen at the 
bureau, “Mr. Grimm” accused Ja- 
cobsen of a double-cross, and 
launched into a long confession. 
“Mr. Grimm” confessed to a share 
in assorted German sabotage 
crimes including the Black Tom 
explosion. With the German 
agents looking on, “Mr. Grimm” 
was let off with a warning. The 
amazed pair promptly confessed 
their own activities, believing the 
Americans were dopés. But they 
weren't warned. They were sent 
to internment camps.

RUNEWALD’s first child, 

Christine, was born Sept. 5, 

1918. As a G-man he was 
drawing $6.50 a day. When the 
war ended a few weeks later, he 
> ge looking around for a new 
ob. 
He found his new job, and 
with it the most important busi- 
ness connection of his career, 
with Henry W. Marsh, an inter- 
nationally known American in- 
surance broker. They met through 
mutual friends in the bureau. 
While Grunewald was chasing 
spies, Marsh was helping the bu- 
reau complete an elaborate report 
on German insurance pipelines 
into American industry. . 

From Marsh, Grunewald got 
his exit from Government serv- 
ice, an entree to high places and 
behind-the-scenes politicking at 
an attractive salary. Grunewald 
was 26, Marsh 58, when they 
met. It was the start of an as- 
sociation, intermittent at first 
and then continuous, that lasted 
until Marsh’s death in 1943. 

Marsh was founder and head 
of Marsh and McLennan, Inc., 
one of the largest insurance 
brokerage firms in the world. 

Grunewald an another Bureau 
of Investigation agent, Albert G. 
Adams, signed a contract with 
Marsh in 1919 to work for him 
as investigators, at a salary of 
$8000 a year and expenses. 

Grunewald and Adams set up 
the Adams and Grunewald In- 
vestigation Bureau with offices 
at 110 West Fortieth street, New 
York City. 

Into their office building soon 
moved a target tailored to 
Grunewald’s talents. It was the 
Soviet mission of Ludwig C. A. 
K. Martens. His announced aim 
was the opening of trade rela- 
tions between Russia and the 


United States, but officials soon 


decided his. purpose was more 
sinister.
